Winnipke, July 11. 
Canadian parliament prorogued on Saturday. 


Reported that the Northwest assembly will 
ineet about August 4th. 


The Shamrocks defeated the Montreals 4 to 1 
on Saturday. The Cornwalls defeated the To- 
rontos in five straight games. 


The military have been ordered to protect 
the property of the Carnagie Steel Co., at Home- 
stead, Pennsylvania. Bloodshed is expected. 

In the rifle match in the Canadian military 
league competition, on Saturday, the second 
team of the 43rd battalion, Ottawa, made the 
highest score 883. 

Pierre Bourassa has been sentenced, at Re- 
gina, to five years penitentiary and twenty 
lashesfor an infraction of the law protecting 
girls under 14 years of age. 

A severe electric storm on Saturday killed 
dozens of horses and cattle in the western part 
of the province. Buildings and fences were 
blown Swit machinery smashed and crops 
damaged. 

A fire at St. John’s, Newfoundland, Friday 
night, destroyed the business portions of the 
city, half the entire city and three-fourths of 
value. Twelve thousand people are homeless. 
Help must reach the city soon or many will 
perish from starvation. Two steamers were 
burned, Six persons perished, 

Saturday’s elections were slightly favorable 
to the British liberals, but far from their expec- 
tations. Four hundred members are now elect- 
ed, of which conservatives have 189, unionists 
26, liberals 158, anti-Parnellites 23. Parnellites 
4. Seventy-two contests take place on ‘Tues- 
day. These will decide which wins,

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The Battleford Herald speaks right out on 
the land office trouble at Edmonton. In the) 
course of an able and forcible article it savs: 
“Tt is always unpleasant to see peopie setting 
themselves up in opposition to the law, but in 
this case they were only defending rights con- 
ferred on them by the goverment through one 
of their number, the late Hon. Thomas White, 
and more r cently confirmed by the prem er 
and the present minister of the interior. When 
Mr. White was making a tour of the Territories, 
some years ago, with a view to becoming ac- 

uainted with the requirements of the settlers, 
this question of killing existing towns by esta- 
blishing rival ones a few miles distant, unless 
they would surrender haif their property to the 
land sharks, was brought up; and he then de- 
clared that this would not be allowed. It was 
through the enterprise and efforts of the pion- 
eers that the comet had been developed and 
the necessity for railway communication shown, 
and norailway or other corporation would be 
a lowed to injuring old towns for the purpose 
of establishing new ones ; and that where chart- 
ers are applied for to pass ‘‘at or near” a town 
the words ‘‘or near” shall be stricken out. Bona 
fide companies should be able to state in their 
applications for charters the exact points they 
intend to touch at, and particularly so in re- 
spect of their terminals.” 

In another place Herald says: ‘‘The action of 
the people of Edmonton will affect many other 
a in the near future, and shotld also be a 
esson to the legislature—and especially to the 
members any Sieger sco the Territories—when 
gre or charters come before them. Let 
the line of route be c'early defined and closely 
watched as to its efiects on vested rights, and 
then strictly adhered to. The pioneers must 
not be robbed to enrich the speculators, most of

THE LAND OFFICE. 

Now that the plans for the new land, 
timber and registry offices have been  re- 
ceived, tenders for their erection called for 
aud the deeds of the lots on Victoria 
avenue registered in the name of the gov- 
ernment, we are bound to believe—and will 
believe if the buildings are proceeded with 
—that the gevernment, as a whole, was 
not a party to the attempted land office 
steal, Although this paper does not pro- 
fess any great. admiration for the present 
government it is glad to be able to say that 
the government, as a government, is free 
of the charge of tampering with the public 
interest and conveniense by attempting o 
move the public offices about to boom a 
speculative town site. It is well for the 
good name of our country that this can be 
said, and it will goa great way to establish 
faith in the fair dealing of the government 
with the settler —something that has bien 
sadly lacking for many years, and the lack 
of which has been the greatest drawback 
to the settlement and progress of the coun- 
try. The following extract from the Win- 
nipeg Tribue’s report of the parhamentary 
proceedings of July 2nd, gives the latest 
position of the government on the matter : 


“On the item forthe Edmonton registry office, 
Mr. Laurier drew attention again to the trouble 
respecting the land office there. Despite Mr. 
Dewdney’s statement that the office would not 
be moved, Mr. Anderson, the agent, issued a 
public notice that the office was removed to the 
south shore of the Saskatchewan. There has 
been some misunderstanding somewhere, 

‘Mr. Dewdney replied that Anderson had no 
authority to issue the notice, which he had been 
instructed to withdraw, Anderson acted con- 
trary to instructions and must have misappre- 
hended the messages of the department. The 
minister was much surprised at the notice in 
view of the repeated promises that the oflice 
would not be ae or removed,” 


While accepting the assertion of the 
minister that agent Anderson “acted con- 
trary to instructions,” that he “mishappre-

closed or removed,” it is only proper to call 
his attention to the facts of the ease, in or- 
der that he may know exactly what action 
was taken by his subordinates, which led
